Tin' vin**' a1 New York passed a law 
Sn UUU milking it possible for coun­ 
ties, towns find villages to acquire, by 
purchase, lease. gift, or condemnation, 
lands having tree growth or forests 
theieon. or lands which are suitable 
for the growth of trees. 
The advantages to he obtained are 
numerous, besides the income to be 
derived from the sale of forest prod­ 
ucts there are the benefits of regula­ 
tion of sfream-flow, protection of the 
watershed, shelter from winds and 
storms, protection to birds and game, 
and a healthful resort for the people 
of the town and community. 
Sherburne, a village in Chenango 
county, New York, has been planting 
trees systematically since 1912, and 
the work was begun without the knowl­ 
edge that state laws were being enact­ 
ed which might make tree-planting 
something of an inducement. 
It there­ 
fore deserves all the more credit for 
Its Interest in forestry. To Dr. Homer 
G. Newton, for many years a resident 
of that village, is due the honor of hav­ 
ing initiated the policy of tree-plant­ 
ing and watershed protection. 
The 
development of this project should 
he followed with much interest by 
towns or villages that contemplate sim­ 
ilar plantations or forests.—Bulletin 
of the American Forestry Association.

A cow that freshens In the fall will 
produce about 20 per cent more milk 
during the year than one that calves 
in the spring. 
Dairy products bring the farmer 
about a third more money In winter 
than In spring. 
Winter dairying allows of more and 
cheaper labor after the field work is 
done. 
Winter dairying avoids flies that cut 
down the milk flow and bother the 
milk-fed calves. 
Calves dropped In the fall will do 
well under good winter care and when 
spring arrives they are ready for pas­ 
ture with

‘ 4 heart was pure and loving." 
\ In an artize written by Dr. At­ 
reus Webb, superintendent of the 
Anti-Saloon League of Texas, he says

spoils the finer feelings of femininity. 
Mrs. Curtis’ life completely contra­

EARLY TAPPING IS FAVORED 


Flr«t Runs Are Usually the Sweetest 
and Therefore the Best Producers 
—Ten to Fifteen Trees Enough 
for Family. 


Washington.—Remember 
the 
days 
w’hen you went to the maple sugar 
parties? 
Well, maple sugar time is 
here. 
The sugar and sirup industry 
is American and offers good commer­ 
cial opportunities. 
Only the United 
States and Canada produce this much- 
prized product on a commercial scale, 
which is at once a delicacy and a 
highly nutritious article of diet. 
Warm days and cold nights are es­ 
sential to a satisfactory flow, and the 
sugar content may vary considerably 
from day to day. 
Tapping of sugar 
trees if done properly in no way in­ 
jures 
the 
tree. 
Trees 
have 
been 
tapped for more than IOO years and 
are still in good condition. 
The maple is well up among the 
leaders in the American Forestry asso­ 
ciation’s vote for a national tree. 
Early Tapping Is Favored. 
Tap early in the season, says a gen­ 
eral bulletin, to obtain the earlier 
runs, which are generally the sweet­ 
est, and therefore the best producers. 
Makers have lost half and even more 
of their crops by not being prepared 
for the first rum* 
■ 
In general, the association points 
out, the season is ready to open dur­ 
ing the first or middle of February 
In the southern section and later In 
the northern regions when days are 
becoming warm—when the tempera­ 
ture goes above freezing during the 
day and at night below freezing. 
If 
the days are very bright, warm, and 
sunny the sap will start with a rush, 
hut soon slacken, or lf a high wind 
starts the flow is checked. 
A thirteen thirty-seconds of an Inch 
(13-32 inch) bit is often used. 
Its di­ 
rection should be slightly upward in­ 
to the tree, the slant allowing the 
hole to drain readily. 
With an or­ 
dinary tree the hole should not he 
over one and a half to two inches I 
deep at the best. 
Apparatus 
for 
sirup 
and 
sugar- 
making does not necessarily repre­ 
sent a large outlay. A number of sap 
spouts, either wooden or metal, are 
needed. 
The sirup is usually gather­ 
ed In buckets. 
From ten to fifteen trees usually 
will yield enough simp for family 
use to make tapping worth while, and 
in many cases will afford a surplus 
which can he sold at a remunerative 
price. 
The flow of sap depends upon 
the 
age. 
condition 
and 
habit 
of 
growth of the trees, also upon the 
character of Tin* weather anil con- 
dltion of the soil during The sap-flow­ 
ing season. 
Figures as to Yields. 
In a good season a tree fifteen 
Inches in diameter will yield suffi­ 
cient sap to make from one to six j 
quarts of sirup, which in turn can bo 
concentrated into 
t w o to ten pounds 
of sugar. 
Larger trees under tile 
same conditon 
will produce corre­ 
spondingly large yields of sirup and 
sugar. 
All hard maple trees, eight 
inches or more in diameter, may be 
safely and profitably tapped for sirup 
and sugar production.

The progressive citizens of the 
western part of the county are now 
preparing for a bond election to be 
held soon in an effort to create *a 
fund with which to build the high­ 
way west from Decatur to Bridgeport 
and Chico on to tile Jack county line.

where thousands of pieces of prim­ 
ed matter have been produced with 
wily the sky as shelter. 
Soap boxes are the only cabinets, 
trees the only walls and earth is 
th e only floor in Kendall’s print shop 
“ built’’ in the back yard of his home 
at 2S34 Avenue F, Polytec hnic. 
His 
memory is Kendall’s filing system. 
When a Polytechnic church or a mer­ 
chant conies to him with a “repeater’’ 
or an order given six or eight years 
ago, John scratches his head a min­ 
ute, and then goes right to the old 
form which he has kept in type. 
Although 
about 
three thousand 
forms are scattered among the soap 
boxes, on tree limbs and under the 
trees, Kendall says he would expe­ 
rience little trouble sn locating any 
one of Ih*' three thousand on short 
notice. 
He has spent thirty years 
■“ systematizing” his business. 
Poor People’s Printer. 
Kendall is a character in Polytech­ 
nic and Fort Worth. 
For years he 
was known to many by his quaint 
little handbag which bore the initials 
“ P. P. P.” 
If anyone care to ask 
what the initials stood for he didn’t 
mind 
telling 
him, “ Poor 
People’s 
Printer.” 
A shack in the back yard houses 
t h r e e job presses which Kendall uses. 
The first room of the three-room 
shack, which is search larger than 
a dell's house, about 420,440 scraps 
of paper on the floor, in some place a 
foot deep. 
Soap boxes are fastened 
on the side wall tis cabinets. 
Soap boxes are fastened on the 
ceilin" as cabinets like a house up­ 
side down, with bundles of miner and 
printed matter iii til em. 
And dang- 
lin 
from the ceiling, about tile soap 
boxes are strings of hemp and wire 
with bundles of paper at the ends 
If a man should walk fast throne h 
tie- room Im would expose himself 
to tile risk of having his hat ripped 
off bis head by one of the wires, or 
having his head bumped by one of th* 
elevated cabinets. 
John is the on! 
one who can meander in and. out o 
the room with celerity. 
When two 
men are in Hie room it is crowded. 
The other two rooms are repeti­ 
tions of tile first. 
There’s enough 
stuff in them to equip thirty rooms. 
And that’s only half the print shop. 
Still John clings to his alibi system. 
Type Scattered Everyw here 
But the outside: 
Type here; type 
there; 
type everywhere. 
No printer would know where to 
get any especial type except John. 
There is type in a score of boxes. 
Overhead is the sky. 
Bain does not 
hurt type, John explained. 
So why 
build a roof? 
When John sets up type he keeps 
that form for future jobs. 
It saves 
the trouble of resetting. 
After saving these forms for eleven 
years John has about three thousand 
o f them. 
One old patron, who had 
not ordered any printing for five 
years, the other day requested John 
to duplicate a letterhead. John knew 
just where the form was. He picked 
it out as quick as It would take to 
bat an eyelash. 
I 
“If Ned Brown should* have some 


work done today,” John explained, 
“ I’d put the form away tomorrow 
and say: ‘Ned Brown’s form, I want 
to find you when I want you.’ ” 
That’s the system! 
• 
John’s memory would make a file 
cabinet in a Carnigie library look like 
two dimes in the Fnited States mint. 
He can recite excerpts from Shakes­ 
peare, the Bible, Hubbard and Byron 
as speedily as the average man can 
whistle a popular tune. 
He can talk 
on a n y topic and philosophize on any 
subject. 
Despite his long hours at 
work he snatches five minutes here 
and five minutes there for reading. 
Never W orries. 
His motto of life seems to be: He 
who worries cannot work enough. 
One would doubt that he ever wor­ 
ried bv looking at the perpetual smile 
about bis lips. 
His features are extremely small. 
His forehead is strikingly large. His 
face is a labyrinth of wrinkles, altho 
he is onh forty-seven years old. He 
has a long nose, his eyes are of blue 
that suggest worlds of thought ani 
understa tiding. 
His work never becomes tiresome 
to him, he said, because lie combines 
bis recreation with b's work. 
He is

That is why he 
hits part of his print shop out in the 
open, close by a couple of peach 
trees. 
Along about six o’clock he 
stops his work just for a few min­ 
utes to imbibe the beaut,\ of the sun­ 
set.

He loves peace:

John went to Dallas last Wednes­ 
day on business. He rode home with 
a friend. A. Talliaferro, in Talliafer- 
ro’g automobile. 
On the way John 
caught sight of several trees of va­ 
rious shades of green that impressed 
him as a striking piece oi simple 
beauty. 
“Stop the car!” said John. “ I must 
look at is for a few minutes!” Talli­ 
aferro thought an oil gusher had 
come in. but he stopped the car.
